engine in the basement, I (ake my life 
:n my liands. 
I get on the elevator on 
the tiftli door; I take my life in my 
hands. 
I go out of tow n; tile car 
may tum ble over a trestle somewhere. 
I walk along the street; a sign may 
fall on me. 
I m ake my way across the 
thoroughfare; who knows but wha} 
a street car or a vehicle of some sort 
may not run me dow n?
